W ashington 
City, April 20,—Plu mb and 
Allison were the principal speakers in favor 
of the admission as a state of the sou th half 
of Dakota and Bu tler bore the bu rden of the 
tight in opixksition in ttse senate Thu rsday. 
Plu m b began the debate, 
lie cited the cases 
of Kansas and California as territories which 
had changed their bou ndaries. 
It w as, there- 
fore, in no wise a derogation of the privileges 
of congress for Dakota to divide its territory. 
He compared the voting popu lation of Dakota 
with that of the sou thern states, and said 
that very few of the latter had cast as many 
votes at any election within the last five 
real's as Dakota hail east in 18 8 5, 
The peo- 
ple of Dakota were fair representatives of 
the Anglo-Saxon race, having Iwxm taken 
from the more active and energetic portions 
of the people of the northern, eastern, middle 
and western states. 
He read from the tables 
of taxation in Alabama to show tha t the as­ 
sessed valu e of “gu ns, pistols and dirks” was 
fou r times greater than that of farm ing tools 
and agricu ltu ral implements. 
And yet the 
senator from Missou ri did not object to the 
representatives of Alabam a in the senate or 
hou se of representatives, bu t was willing to 
meet them on a plane of equ ality. 
He did not care abou t the politics of any of 
the territories applying for statehood, bu t 
wou ld vote for the admission of M ontana and 
W ashington, even thou gh they were Demo- 
erratic. 
He believed that the ]saver and 
perpetu ity of the repu blic depended u pon the
